WASHINGTON (AP) 
Presi­ 
dent Nixon assembled his new 
Urban Affairs (’ouneil today to 
discuss the crises in America’s 
cities and as the first order of 
business signed an executive or­ 
der creating the panel 
Nixon used a succession of 
pens during the ceremony and 
joked about the difficulty of 
signing his name one small 
stroke at a time. The pens will 
be distributed as mementoes. 
“ My 
name 
is 
not 
long 
enough,” Nixon said. “ This is a 
first for me. This is going to be 
the most illegible signature. I’m 
ascrawler. ” 
Membersof 
the 
eight-man 
council, which includes half of 
the Cabinet, stood behind Nixon 
as the President, seated at the 
Cabinet table, signed the order. 
Nixon envisions that panel as 
the domestic counterpart of the 


National Security (^)uncil plan­ 
ning and implementing efforts 
to deal with big city problems 
Its first session, presumably 
was set up as largely procedur­ 
al, for the naming of staff mem­ 
bers to conduct its day-to-day 
work, inc luding sociologist Dan­ 
iel P. Moynihan, assistant to the 
President for urban affairs 
Atty, Gen. John N. Mitchell, 
Secretary of Labor George P. 
Shultz, Secretary of Agriculture 
Clifford M. Hardin, Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment George Romney, Secre­ 
tary of Transportation John A. 
Volpe, and Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew also will be regular 
council members. 
A Nixon meeting Wednesday 
with Sec retary of the Treasury 
David M. Kennedy produced a 
pledge that the new administra­ 
tion will contain “ inherited in­ 


flationary pressures that are se­ 
riously distorting the economy 
and financial markets” 
Kennedy said the Nixon ad­ 
ministration will “ try to get 
through this by taking just the 
steam out of the boiler, the high 
pressure,” without disruptive 
economic 
measures 
which 
might hoist unemplc^ment. 
“ We are all conscious of the 
risks of abrupt and blunt action 
that could bring unnecessary 
unemployment. We mean to 
avoid that,” Kennedy said in a 
statement which bore Nixon’s 
endorsement. 
“ But we are equally concious 
of the risks of not moving deci­ 
sively, because inflation is un­ 
dermining both the foundation 
of our prosperity at home and 
our balance of payments posi­ 
tion.” 
Kennedy listed budget control. 
Ready to Consider Any 
Alternate Election Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen 
Birch Bayh served notice today 
a subcommittee he heads will 
consider all alternatives to the 
present system of electing a 
president, but renewed his call 
for direct election by popular 
vote. 
Sen. Hugh Scott of Pennsylva­ 
nia, assistant Republican lead­ 
er, proposed a constitutional 
amendment to do away with the 
office of presidential elector but 
to allocate electoral votes by 
congressional districts rather 
than states. Other alternatives 
to the Electoral College system 
are pending. 
Bayh spoke out as his sub­ 
committee 
on 
constitutional 
amendments reopened hearings 
on the various proposals—in­ 
cluding Bayh’s amendment for 
direct popular election of presi­ 
dents. 
Introduce 
Over 250 
New Bills 


JEFFERSO N CITY (AP) - 
Missouri’s House of Represen­ 
tatives Wedneday topped the 
250 mark in bills and constitu­ 
tional amendments introduced 
since the start of the 75th Gen­ 
eral .Assembly Jan. 8. 
On adjournment Wednesday 
the House had received 242 bills 
and 22 constitutional amend­ 
ments. One of the latest actions 
was adoption of a resolution 
creating a special committee to 
review complaints about Mis­ 
souri’s new motor vehicle in­ 
spection law. The Senate re­ 
cently received a resolution 
seeking a 60-day moratorium 
on the law. 
The House Committee will 
consist of seven members who 
are expected to submit a pre­ 
liminary report within seven 
days. It will have 21 days to 
submit final recommendations. 
The Senate Resolutions Com­ 
mittee plans to meet next Mon­ 
day at 2 p.m. to study the mora- 
tirum proposal. 
Another 
bill 
introduced 
Wednesday would make it a 
felony instead of a misdemeanor 
to continue an unlawful assem­ 
bly after being warned. It also 
would make it a felony to in­ 
cite a riot. 


Called as a leadoff witness by 
Subc'ommittee chairman Birch 
Bayh, D-Ind., were three sena­ 
tors, two of them advocates of 
direct popular election. 


Tennessee’s Howard H. Baker 
Jr. and Oklahoma’s Henry Bell- 
mon, both Republicans, are 
among more than 30 sponsors of 
a constitutional amendment that 
would abolish the electoral col­ 
lege and replace it with a direct 
election system. 


The third witness. Republican 
Peter H. Dominick, of Colorado, 
supports elements of two rival 
plans, one providing for a divi­ 
sion of electoral votes in propor­ 
tion to the popular vote and the 
Scott proposal. 
Scott told the Senate his pro­ 
posal would improve the present 
system and “ end this problem 
of the disenfranchised voter by 


doing away with the winner- 
take-all method.” 
“ It will tend to strengthen the 
two-party system, the real bul­ 
wark of our government, by en­ 
couraging the minority party in 
currently one-party states,” he 
added. 
“ More importantly, it will not 
enhance the chances of splinter 
parties because they have little 
hope of diverting more than a 
few electoral votes from one 
major party candidate,” Scott 
said. 
Under Scott’s plan, a presi­ 
dential ticket winning thi ,)lu- 
rality of a state’s popular vote 
would win two electoral votes 
corresponding to the state’s 
representation in the Senate. 
The ticket also would win one 
additional electoral vote for 
each congressional district it 
carried by a plurality. 
Popular Newspaper 
Editor Dies; Age 73 


Stanton Hudson, 73, former 
editor and publisher of the 
Sedalia Times, died at 11:45 
Wednesday 
night at 
Mercy 
Hospital, 
Fort Scott, 
Kan., 
where he had been a patient for 
two weeks receiving treatment 
for a heart condition.

Hudson was born in Fort 
Scott. Aug. 17, 1895, son of 
District Judge Bannus Hudson 
and 
Mrs. 
Virginia 
Hudson. 
Following graduation from Fort 


Scott High school he served in 
the 35th Division, during World 
War I, and was in the battles of 
St. Mihiel, and the Musse- 
Argonne. 
Returning to Fort Scott he 
was married to Frances Strong 
and was employed by the 
Borden Milk Co. He came to 
Sedalia in August, 1929, to work 
as a printer for the Hurlbut 
Printing Co. 
In 1934, he went to Oklahoma 
and 
was 
employed 
by 
newspapers 
there 
before 
returning to Sedalia in 1936 to 
be associated with Dan M. Carr, 
Jr., in publication of the Sedalia 
Times. He became sole owner 
of 
the 
newspaper 
and 
commercial printing business in 
1948. 
The Times, located on West 
Second 
street, 
ceased 
publication 
in 
1962 
when 
Hudson retired. In 1963 he 
returned to Fort Scott. 
While editor of the Times, 
Hudson 
established 
a 
reputation 
in 
Sedalia, 
and 
journalism circles in general, as 
a “ crusading” newspaperman.

Juvenile 
Delinquency 
Rate Up 


JEFFERSO N QTY (AP) - 
Juvenile delinquency in Mis­ 
souri increased by 17 per cent 
during 1967, according to Proc­ 
tor N. Carter, state welfare di­ 
rector. 
In a report issued today, wel­ 
fare statitics show it was the 
fifth highest yearly increase on 
record. 
Referrals for delinquent be­ 
havior other than traffic offens­ 
es increased to 20,697 from 17,- 
691 in 1966. There were 9,722 re­ 
ferrals for traffic offenses, up 
from 8,334 for 1966 or an in­ 
crease of 16.7 per cent. 
In 1948 juvenile courts han­ 
dled 4,786 cases. The figure for 
1967 represents an increase of 
332.4 per cent. During this same 
20-year period the child popula­ 
tion 10 to 16 years of age in­ 
creased by about one-fourth. 
The report shows delinquency 
is primarily an urban problem. 
Eleven counties in Missouri 
classified as metropolitan for 
statistical purposes contained 46 
per cent of the child population 
10 to 16 years of age. Yet, these 
same counties reported 17,063 
non - traffic delinquency refer­ 
rals in 1967—more than 80 per 
cent of all cases during the 
year. 
St. Louis County reported the 
largest number of non-traffic 
referrals with 5,343, an increase 
of 26.5 per cent. 
The city 
of St. Louis was 
next with 5,090, a decrease of 
1.7 per cent from 1966. 
Jackson County, including a 
part of Kansas City, referred 
3,827—an increase of 12.3 per 
cent over 1966. 
Types of delinqency varied 
with age and sex. Larceny ac­ 
counted for the largest number 
of referrals for all age groups 
except the 15-year-olds, who got 
into trouble most often by run­ 
ning away. 
Running away was also the 
most common offense among 
girls. Larceny accounted for 
most of the referrals involving 
boys of all age groups. 
Places of detention varied 
widely between urban and rural 
areas. In urban counties spe­ 
cialized facilities were used in 
over 90 per cent of delinquency 
cases requiring overnight de­ 
tention. In rural areas juveniles 
kept overnight were detained in 
jails in 77 per cent of all cases

Sales Tax 
For Cities 
Is Proposed 


JEFFERSO N QTY (AP) - 
The 
Missouri 
House 
got 
proposals today to give cities a 
local sales tax of up to a half 
cent on the dollar and to solve 
the highway problem by issuing 
road bonds. 
The sales tax plan was offered 
by Rep. Thomas A. Walsh, D-St 
Louis. It would permit cities of 
10,000 or more to levy the tax 
which would be collected along 
with the state sales tax. The 
state then would return to the 
taxing 
cities 
the 
amount 
collected within their borders. 
It 
was Gov. 
Warren 
E. 
Hearnes’ recommendation as a 
local way to solve a local 
problem. Some city mayors, 
including Mayor A J. Cervantes 
of St. Louis, have protested that 
a loc'al sales tax would drive 
business out of their cities. 
They want the state to levy a 
tax anil share it with the cities. 
Walsh said some legislators 
from rural areas already have 
asked that the population limit 
be lowered to 2,5(K) so their 
communities 
could 
take 
advantage of the local sales tax 
plan. 


CORONADO, Calif. (AP) - A 
Navy court told (>ndr. Lloyd M. 
Bucher Wednesday that he was 
suspected of violating naval reg­ 
ulations in surrendering the in­ 
telligence ship Pueblo to the 
North Koreans. He was in­ 
formed by the five admirals 
constituting a court of inquiry 
that anything he said from now 
on might be used against him in 
court-martial proceedings. 
But Bucher, obviously shaken 
by the statement, said he would 
continue to give “ full details” of 
the Pueblo’s capture and of the 
11 months he and his 81 surviv­ 
ing crewmen spent in captivity. 
Bucher resumes his testimony 
today—the first anniversary of 
the seizure of the ship by the 
North Koreans. 
Wednesday Bucher. 41, de­ 
scribed how he gave up the 
Pueblo with her guns still cov­ 
ered. The court recessed briefly 
after he told of “receiving” 
aboard a party of North Korean 
riflemen about 20 miles off Won­ 
san Harbor and how they prod­ 
ded his crew to sitting positions 
on the deck. 


After their return, his face 
tensed as he heard counsel for 
the Nav>', Capt. William New- 
some 
declare: 
“ Cornmandei 
Bucher it is my duty to tell you 
that facts revealed in this court 
of inquiry render you to be sus­ 
pect of a violation of USNR Ar­ 
ticle 0730.” 


A court of inquiry is not a mil­ 
itary trial, like a court-martial, 
but only an investigative hear­ 
ing Nevertheless Bucher’s sta­ 
tus suddenly had changed from 
“a party to the court” to “sus- 
)H'ct” Shortly after the crew’s 
relea.se just bi*fore (’hristmas at 
least two Navy admirals had 
called Bucher and his men 
her ex's 
With a Brooklyn twang. New- 
some quoted regulations: 
“ The 
commanding 
offitvr 
shall not permit his command to 


be searched by any person rep­ 
resenting a foreign state nor 
permit any person representing 
a foreign state nor permit any 
other personnel under his com­ 
mand to be removed from that 
command by such a person, so 
long as he has the power to re­ 
sist.” 


Bucher’s civilian attorney, E. 
Miles Harvey, immediately de­ 
manded, “ Commander, at the 
time the North Koreans first set 
foot on your ship did you any 
longer have the power to re­ 
sist?” 


“ No, I did not.” Bucher an­ 
swered. 
“ Commander Bucher remains 
fervent in his desire to tell this 
court the full details,” Harvey 
said. 
The Navy, through Wednes­ 


day, had rai.sed these points 
against Bucher 
1. That he failed to compre­ 
hend fully the possibility of an 
attack For example 
Q. Vice Admiral Harold G 
Bowen Jr.: “ Did you ever con­ 
sider an attack and what you 
would do?” 


A. Bucher: “ No sir, I never 
considered I would ever b<‘ at­ 
tacked on this mission. It never 
occurred to me. 
It never (k*- 
curred to me nor did it cross my 
mind that I would ever be put in 
the position I found myself in 
that afternoon ”

HAZLEHURST. Miss (AP> 
— Tornadoes rippt'd across 
central Mississippi early today, 
killing at least 28 persons and 
injuring more than 100. 
The heaviest damage was 
reported at Hazlehurst. about 30 
miles suuth of Jackson, where a 
twister cut a half-mile wide 
swath and left 10 persoas dead 
and 15 to 20 homes demolished. 
The

Patrol said seven persoas were 
killed by twisters in adjoining 
Simpson 
County 
between 
Mendenhall and Harrisville. 
Police said a twister killed 
four persoas in one hoase near

Oak,

Hospitals at Hazlehurst and 
Mendenhall were reported filled 
and victims of the tiwnadoeb 
were bi'ing sent to hospitals in 
Jackson.

Top Parisians 
Have Compl aints 
On Prostitutes

PARIS (AP) — The rich and 
elegant residents of the French 
capital s most exclusive street 
are pestering the police to c ase 
the prostitutes away from their 
front gates. 
The complaints come from 
the Avenue Foch, the wide, lea­ 
fy thoroughfare that is home in 
Paris to Aristotle Onassis. Sop­ 
hia Loren and a thousandkither 
wealthy capitalists, conspicuous 
consumers and society page fix­ 
tures. 
After dark prostitutes in mim- 
cars come from outside the area 
to prowl the avenue while a few 
others take station in front of 
the ivy-covered gates in front of 
the mansions and luxurious 
apartment houses. They like 
Avenue Foch because it is quiet 
and free of heavy automobile 
and pedestrian traffic. 
The girls in cars stop for men 
waiting along the street or flash 
their lights at a car with only a 
man in it. The residents find the 
lights annoying, also. 
"I know it’s extremely disa­ 
greeable to these people." said 
the chief of the vice squad, 
Pierre Ottavioli. ‘‘We re harass­ 
ing the girls as best we can and 
arrests are made every night. 
But the girls are clever, and ar­ 
rests are not easy." 
An arrest can’t be made until 
a girl actually solicits a custom­ 
er. Ottavioli says the Avenue 
Foch girls seem to have a sixth 
sense about plainclothesmen 
and only make their approach 
when they find someone who 
looks “ manageable" and “ not 
like a cop. " 
The police estimate that only 
about 30 girls work the Avenue 
Foch and nearby Boulevard 
Lannes, near the Bois de Bou­ 
logne. 


I am a child who was kept by 
an unmarried mother and am 
therefore in a position to know 
what it’s like from the child’s 
point of view. My life was hell 
When I was six years old I knew 
what “ bastard" meant. I was 
left out of things and told to “ go 
home." I was blackballed from 
a club when I was 15 because 
they couldn’t have a member 
whose mother was a “ Miss." 
My 
mother 
kept 
saying. 
“ Those people are ignorant. 
Don’t pay any attention to 
them." And of course she was 
right, but an adolescent feels 
more than he reasons, and I 
suffered in ways that no child 
should have to suffer. The 
emotional damage of being 
raised by an unmarried mother 
was enormous. I know she 
meant well, but I would not do 
to a child what she did to me.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP)-Mayor 
Ivan Allen Jr. took office seven 
years ago as a segregationist. 
He will leave at the end of this 
vear with a national reputation 
for championing civil rights. 
Allen says he changed when 
he saw “ the horrors of segrega­ 
tion" during the turbulent years 
of the civil rights movements in 
the South. 


“ I was exposed to the obvious 
horrors of segregation and the 
tragedies of segregation and the 
more I was exposed to it, the 
more I understood the prob­ 
lem," he said in an interview 
How well he understood the 
problems can be measured by 
his emergency as one of the na­ 
tion’s most successful big city 
leaders. During his years in of­ 
fice, Atlanta gained a national 
reputation for peaceful integra­ 
tion and race relations. 
Allen, 
courtly and 
silver- 
haired at 57, has a quick grin 
and tireless energy which seem 
to make him seem much young­ 
er. 
A man who once, as mayor, 
erected a physical barrier on an 
Atlanta street to separate the 
races, he later was one of the 
few local leaders to join the 
march honoring Dr. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr. on the day of his 
funeral. 


He has also upgraded black 
employment in city government, 
fought for decent housing, sup­ 
ported the public accomodation 
law, and integrated the city’s 
swimming pools. He personally 
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Cham pion for Civil Rights 


led a group of Negroes into the 
cafeteria, dropping barriers in 
City Hall 
And he now considers sup­ 
porting the barrier on Peyton 
Road—called “ the Berlin Wall" 
by Negroes—to be one of the 
worst blots against his record. 
The ebullient Allen used the 
announcement that he would not 
seek re-election to issue the 
strongest plea of his career to 
the community to come to grips 
with racial unity. 
Now. Allen said, he could 
speak “ with complete freedom" 
and no one could say, “ You’re 
seeking the Negro vote." 
The mayor said the Negro 
must be raised to a decent eco­ 
nomic and social position if “ At­ 
lanta is to be a strong city in 
the future." 
“ We can’t go to polarization 
of the races and survive as a 
dynamic citv." Allen told mem­ 


bers of the Atlanta Rotary Club, 
who greeted his announcement 
of not seeking re-election with 
(Ties of "No." 
In the interview, Allen said 
the racial problem is the great­ 
est problem facing Atlanta — 
and all cities east of the Mis­ 
sissippi. 
“ We’ve got to eliminate pre­ 
judice to the extent that every 
man is accepted for what he is 
and not hLs color," alien said. 
A wealthy man, reared in the 
eld Southern traditional white 
views on race. Allen readily ad­ 
mits he was a segregationist. 
“ We all were before the Su­ 
preme Court outlawed it." he 
said. 
Those of us who followed the 
rulings of the court changed. 
Most of the changes came in the 
early 1960’s. And when con­ 
fronted, we tried to the right 
thing." 


When King was named Nobel 
Peace Prize winner in 1964 Al­ 
len was instrumental in the city’: 
honoring him at a homecoming 
dinner 


And when King was felled by 
an assassin’s bullet at Memphis 
in April 1968. Allen was one of 
the first to arrive at the King 


home, personally drove Mrs 
King to the airport to fly to 
Memphis. 
Of his part in the funeral 
march. Allen says: 
“ As Martin Luther King Jr. 
was borne to his grave, nowhere 
was his dream of nonviolence 
more meaningful than in his 
home town."

Nixon home or to get a glimpse 
of him and his family.

on Crandon Boulevard,

narrows from four to two lanes 
as it approaches the area of the 
Nixon home.

He has purchased the home

yachtsmen. “ di.sc-overed” the 
island, bought a large tract of 
land, cleared a yacht basin and 
planted Malayan coc*onut trees 
by the thousands. 
Then 
the 
Florida 
land 
developers, Frank Elliott and 
Robert Mackle, built the Key 
Biscayne Hotel and villas where 
Nixon stayed on his first visit. 
In the island’s interior, the 
Mackles 
built 
1,000 
homes 
which were quickly snapped up 
by people such as airline pilots, 
attorneys and junior executives 
seeking esc*ape from the daily 
grind. F"or the first year, they 
had no telephones. Neighbors 
communicated with each other, 
via a community bulletin board. 
The new residents built a 
private beach club and marina, 
formed 
a 
volunteer 
fire 
department, 
and 
became 
“ islanders” living in an entirely 
different world from that across 
the causeway. A colony of 
artists moved in, adding a bit of 
Greenwich Village flavor to the 
key. 
Lacking 
proper 
drainage 


facilities, the .streets still are 
flooded 
by 
every 
tropic 
downpour, in 1964, Hurricane 
Betsy pushed sea water hip 
deep into many of the homes. 
But the residents took it in 
stride as a part of island life. 
As wealthy visitors began to 
move to the island, and more 
hotels and apartment houses 
went up, the complexion of K ^ 
Biscayne rapidly changed. More 


than $100 million worth ol

a nd 
l u x u r y 
condominiums are now under 
coastruction or sc'heduled and 
the 
price 
of 
beach 
front 
property has reached $3,000 a 
front foot and is steadily rising. 
Bounded on both ends by two

American 
Casualties 
Increase 


S.A1G0N (AP) - The U.S 
Command announced tixiay that 
196 Americaas were killed in ac­ 
tion in Vietnam last week, the 
highest weekly toll since mid- 
December 
Headquarters also reported 
the loss of two more U.S .Air 
Force 
fighter-bombers 
over 
South Vietnam, raising to five 
the number of American war­ 
planes shot down over the South 
in the past three days. Five of 
the six crewmen aboard the five 
planes were rescued. The other 
was killed 
Spokesman said the five loss­ 
es were the heaviest three-day 
toll over South Vietnam in more 
than seven months. The latest 
losses raised to 335 the number 
of U.S. warplanes shot down in 
combat over South Vietnam 
during the war. 
While American casualties 
moved up last week, so did 
those of the South Vietnamese 
military and the enemy. 
Government headquarters an­ 
nounced that 292 South Viet 
namese troops were killed in ac­ 
tion during the seven-day period 
ending at midnight Saturday, 
their highest death toll in more 
than three months. 
Enemy casualties also hit 
their highest mark since last 
November. Allied spokesmen 
reported 2,420 enemy troops 
were killed in fighting last 
week. 
The U.S. Command said that 
while there have been no major 
actions since the first of the 
year, there have been hundreds 
of small fights that caused 
mounting casualties. 
Meanwhile, thousands of al­ 
lied troops hunting down enemy 
supply bases uncovered at least 
half a dozen more big stockpiles 
of munitions and food. They 
seized more than 10 tons of mu­ 
nitions and 15*2 tons of food. 
The sweeping troops seized 
163,000 rounds of machine-gun 
and small arms ammunition, 
1,500 mortar, rocket and recoil- 
less rifle shells, and 15V2 tons of 
food. 
The latest finds raised to 
about 700 tons the total of ene­ 
my supplies allied troops have 
seized in the past 26 days. This 
includes more than one million 
rounds of machine gun and 
small arms ammunition. 
Most of the munitions have 
been seized between Saigon and 
the Cambodian border, and 
some senior U.S. officers think 
this has been one of the chief 
reasons why the Viet Cong and 
North 
Vietnamese 
haven’t 
launched 
a 
new 
offensive 
against the South Vietnamese 
capital this winter. Traveling 
light on foot through the jungle, 
the Viet Cong must prepare 
their approach with stockpiles 
spaced along the way before 
they can launch any sizable of­ 
fensive. 
The Viet Cong kept up their 
nightly shelling of bases and 
provincial capitals while avoid­ 
ing large-scale ground fighting. 
For the second night in a row, 
enemy gunners shelled 
Da 
Nang, South Vietnam’s second 
largest city. Seven 100-pound 
rockets slammed into the big 
American air base and tlie har­ 
bor, but no casualties or dam­ 
age was reported. 
Troops from the U.S. 11th 
Light Infantry Brigade main­ 
tained a cordon around a village 
65 miles south of Da Nang 
where an enemy force has been 
holding out for four days. 
Intense fire from bunkers and 
zig-zag trenches kept the Ameri­ 
cans out of the heart of the vil­ 
lage, but a captured enemy sol­ 
dier said the other troops inside 
the village were out of food and 
hungry. The villagers fled some 
time ago, and U.S. fighter- 
bombers pounded the village 
constantly. 
“ I think we’ll just play a wait­ 
ing game and keep the cordon 
tight,” said one U.S. spokes­ 
man. 
He said at least 19 of the ene­ 
my and three Americans have 
been killed and 25 Americans 
have been wounded.

Many basic food items such 
as mayonnaise, ice cream, and 
enriched white bread now have 
legal definitions and standards 
set for them.

WASHINGTON - Rich ard Nix on, wh o took th e 
oath of office with h is h and on Isaiah 2,4, 
p roclaiming th at nations sh ould “beat th eir swords 
into 
p low sh ares,’ 
now 
faces 
tremendous 
op p ortunities 
and 
tremendous 
p roblems 
in 
ach iev ing th at goal. 
As rep orted in an earlier column, Ly ndon 
Joh nson h ad taken imp ortant step s toward an early 
p eace in Vietnam and a long range p eace with 
Sov iet Russia. He h ad ev en discussed with th e 
Russians 
a 
p eaceful 
formula 
for American 
resump tion of relations with Communist Cuba, and 
receiv ed p eace ov ertures from Moscow regarding 
th e dy namite-laden Near East. 
Th e outcome of all of th ese will dep end largely 
on wh eth er th e new President is able to retain th e 
long range coop eration of th e oth er sup er nuclear 
p ower — Sov iet Russia. Ev en p eace in Vietnam 
will dep end on h ow much Sov iet Russia p ressures 
Ho Ch i Minh . During th e Joh nson administration, 
Russia is rep orted to h av e curtailed th e sh ip ment 
of missiles, and was sending agriculture ex p erts to 
North Vietnam instead. 
Th e big question, th erefore is: How far can th e 
new Quaker President go in carry ing out th e ch ief 
tenet of h is faith — Peace; and h ow much will th e 
Russians h elp h im? 
We h av e already rep orted th at leaders of th e 
Religious Society of Friends (Quakers), of wh ich 
Nix on was born a member, were rebuffed wh en 
th ey sough t to confer with h im regarding th e 
religious duties of h is office. We already know th at 
such Russian leaders as Kh rush ch ev and Foreign 
Minister Gromy ko were not h ap p y with Nix on’s 
v iews or conduct eith er wh en h e was Vice 
President or before.

Wh ile v isiting th e neigh bors of Czech oslov akia 
last fall, th e main questions asked of me by 
Communist leaders were: first, wh o will win th e 
American election; and, second, is th ere a new 
Nix on, or does th e old Nix on still lurk beneath th e 
surface?

Foreign Minister Josef Winiewicz of Poland h ad 
been Polish Ambassador in Wash ington wh en 
Nix on, a y oung member of th e House un-American 
Activ ities Committee h ad come to see h im wh ile 
inv estigating Communism. Th e Polish Foreign 
Minister, h imself a leading Communist, smiled at 
th is. But h e too th ough t Nix on h ad grown up , h ad 
become p ractical, and th at th e Communist world 
could work with h im for p eace. 
—Silent Sov iet P re ss- 
Meanwh ile th e Communist p ress is significantly 
silent about President Nix on. In contrast to th e 
West Europ ean p ress wh ich h as been more critical 
th an 
American 
Democratic 
newsp ap ers, 
th e 
Russian p ress h as been noncommittal. Since th is is 
a gov ernment-controlled p ress, it means th at th e 
Sov iet Union is waiting to giv e Nix on a ch ance. 
If h e p ush es ratification of th e treaty to stop th e 
sp read of nuclear weap ons it will be a sign th at th e 
new President wants to coop erate. If h e also 
accep ts th e Russian ov ertures for discussions of 
p eace in th e Near East, it will be a furth er sign. 
Both are imp ortant, for th ere are mix ed v iews in 
th e Kremlin ov er Nix on. Sp artak Beglov , leading 
Sov iet foreign affairs commentator, h as written a 
column stating th at h e differed with Russians wh o 
were critical of Henry Kissinger’s ap p ointment as 
Nix on’s No. 1 foreign affairs adv iser. Th is is an 
unusual p ublic admission of p riv ate disagreement 
in Moscow.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
A study of President Joh nson’s final budget brings a 
num ber of p eculiarities to ligh t. 
In sev eral way s th e document seem s calculated to saddle 
Mr. Nix on with Joh nson p olicies. Oth er item s seem set up 
to trap th e new p resident p olitically . 
Th e m ain th rust, h owev er, seem s aim ed at m aking 
Joh nson sh ow up well h istorically in a budget h e will not 
be required to liv e with . Take th e m atter of sp ending. 
Th e Congress ap p rov ed th e Joh nson surtax on th e under­ 
standing th at Joh nson would cut ex p enditures. Joh nson 
was ex p ected to sh elv e some $6 billion in new contracts. 
But Congress left a loop h ole. It called for ex p enditure cuts 
but forgot to sp ecify an equiv alent reduction in th e aw ard­ 
ing of contracts. 
Joh nson h as taken adv antage of th is loop h ole. His ad­ 
m inistration didn’t obligate th e sh elv ed funds so long as 
th e ex p enditure would fall during th e Joh nson term of of­ 
fice. But in th e weeks before th e Nix on take-ov er, th e 
Joh nson men were h eav ily p lacing new obligations—th at 
is, letting new contracts th at will come up for p ay m ent in 
Nix on’s term . 
Th is tactic kep t sp ending low in Joh nson’s last y ear, but 
forces th ese h eav ier ex p enditures on th e Nix on adm inis­ 
tration. By obligating th e funds, Joh nson forces an ex ten­ 
sion of h is p olicies on Nix on. It is v ery difficult and ex p en­ 
siv e—in money and p olitical effect—to with draw contracts 
once let. 
Joh nson ap p arently h as set two furth er trap s for Nix on. 
He h as p resented neatly balanced budgets with a surp lus 
of $2.4 billion for fiscal 1%9 and a surp lus of $3.4 billion for 
fiscal 19 70. 
But in ach iev ing th ese p ap er balances in th e black. 
Joh nson h as greatly underestim ated th e cost of: 
• Th e Vietnam w ar. 
• R esearch and dev elop m ent required to carry out 
budget p rogram s. 
• Rep lenish ing m ilitary arm s and sup p lies now at a 
dangerously low lev el as th e result of th e figh ting in South ­ 
east Asia. 
• Buildings, equip m ent and sup p lies for a wide v ariety 
of p rogram s th rough out th e gov ernm ent. 
Th ese h idden underestim ates seem designed to require 
Nix on to come back for m ore funds. Th ey seem aim ed at 
insuring Nix on will end up in th e red, th ough Joh nson 
p resented h im with a budget “ in th e black.” 
W atch th e news for m ajor sup p lem entals before June 30. 
Th e th ird trap Joh nson h as set for Nix on is in th e h eav ily 
ex p anded “ social” p rogram s. 
Th e Joh nson budget for 19 70 funnels m oney rap idly into 
a num ber of y oung, untested p rogram s. 
Th e ex p erience in foreign aid, education aid and th e war 
on p ov erty is th at wh en h uge am ounts of money are 
quickly p oured into unp rov en new p rogram s, th e inev itable 
result h as been w aste, corrup tion, graft, inefficiency . Cur­ 
rent ex p osures of financial irregularities in New York 
City ’s p ov erty p rogram are an ex am p le. Often a great 
deal of h arm is done to th e intended recip ients. 
Th is h as been so in p rogram s wh ere th e objectiv es were 
clear and th e basic concep ts sound. It h as been ev en more 
true wh en th e gov ernm ent h as mov ed into fields in wh ich 
ex p erience was lim ited or objectiv es v ague. 
Yet, once in a budget p roffered to Congress, it will be 
difficult p olitically for Nix on to slash away at unrealistic 
funding p rop osals. He will be accused of being insensitiv e 
to th e needs of th e p oor, m inorities and y oung p eop le. Al­ 
ternately , if h e goes ah ead at th e p ace outlined in Joh n­ 
son’s budget, th e new President will leav e h im self op en to 
ch arges of waste, bungling and m ism anagem ent.

Are No t Hered itary

Q — Wh at sy mp toms do v aricose v eins cause? 
Are th ey h ereditary ? 
A — Uncomp licated v aricosities usually cause no 
discomfort. In far-adv anced cases th ere may be 
mild ach ing p ains in th e legs, easy fatigability and 
a feeling of h eav iness around th e ankles. Varicose 
v eins are not h ereditary but are caused by long 
p eriods of standing in one p lace. Th ey often follow 
p regnancy and ch ildbirth . 
Q — I am 23 and h av e v aricose v eins. Can th ere 
be any comp lications? Is th ere any comp lete cure? 
A — Th e usual comp lications are ch ronic leg 
ulcers and inflammations of th e v eins (p h lebitis). 
Surgical remov al of th e v eins or injecting th em 
with an obliterating agent will cure th em, but if th e 
conditions th at caused th em p ersist th ey may 
return. 
Q — At times bath ers in th e Gulf of Mex ico are 
both ered by jelly fish . Pinp oint welts occur and 
later th e gait becomes unsteady and one gets 
cramp s or nausea. Is th ere any th ing th e v ictim can 
do wh en stung to minimize th e p oisonous effects? 
A — Th e results of stings by jelly fish , sea nettles 
or Portuguese men-of-war can be serious. Promp t 
local ap p lication of ammonia, alcoh ol or calamine 
lotion 
h elp s 
to 
neutralize 
th e 
p oison. 
Antih istamines will reduce th e sev erity of th e 
delay ed sy mp toms. Drugs of th e cortisone group 
h av e been tried with v ary ing success. 
Q — I h av e liv er sp ots on my face. I know some 
women h av e th em wh en th ey are p regnant but I 
nev er h ad th em th en. Wh at causes th em? Wh at can 
be done for th em? Are th ey contagious? 
A — Liv er sp ot is a v ague term th at is ap p lied to 
different skin conditions including ch loasma (th e 
mask 
of 
p regnancy ) 
and 
morp h ea 
(a 
skin 
manifestation 
of 
scleroderma), 
but 
most 
commonly it is ap p lied to tinea v ersicolor. Th is is a 
mild fungus infection wh ich most v ictims ignore 
because it causes no discomfort unless th e sp ots 
are on th e face and are considered unsigh tly . 
Pragmatar ointment or a lotion th at contains 
sulfur and resorcin sh ould h elp y ou. A new 
p rescrip tion 
p rep aration, 
Tinv er Lotion, 
h as 
worked well on some v ictims. Th e disease is not 
contagious.

Hut isn’t First (’ity a bank, 
you say*' And what is a bank 
doin^ with an insurance compa­ 
ny? 
In answer to the first ques­ 
tion, yes, the First City is a 
bank, but a holdinfi company 
has now been superimposed 
atop it Secondly, the bank isn’t 
to be the owner of the insurer, 
the holding company is. 
First (’ity Hank, still the third 
largest in the nation, now is just 
one subsidiary of the holding 
company Chubb will be anoth­ 
er. 
And excluding the informed 
opinion of company executives, 
it s anyone’s guess as to what 
acquisition is next 
One respected analyst asks in 
print: “ What is to prevent a 
large financial congeneric from 
acquiring a large steel, elec­ 
tronic or automobile compa­ 
ny?” And it answers: “ Abso­ 
lutely nothing.” 
First (’ity’s purchase points 
up the enormous power of this 
now rampant strain of corpo­ 
rate life, the so-called one-bank 
holding company, sometimes re 
ferred to as the department 
store of finance. 
The concept, though not new, 
had lain somewhat dormant. In 
1%6 Rep. Wright Ratman, D- 
Tex., c ounted 425 of them But 
in the past year it appears there 
have been at least 50 new ones, 
some of them quite large. 
The one-bank holding compa­ 
ny is simply a concern organ­ 
ized as a general business cor­ 
poration It is unlike the regis­ 
tered bank holding company, 
which is a banking concern with 
holdings of at least 25 per cent 
in two banks. 
Because it is registered as a 
banking concern, the registered 
bank holding company is pro­ 
hibited from activities unre­ 
lated to banking. It must reg­ 
ister with the Federal Re­ 
serve and needs approval of 


the Federal Reserve Hoard 
for expansion 
The one-bank concept avoids 
this. In fact, no specific federal 
agency controls all its activ­ 
ities It can acquire, diversify, 
merge with other companies 
with little at all to do with the 
Reserve Board 
First City, which even as a 
bank was straining to diversify, 
decided last year to take on the 
new form. It’s first major move 
was into insurance, but seem­ 
ingly it is free now to acquire a 
mutual fund, expand its travel 
advisory services, and sell com­ 
puter services if it chooses. 
Such interrelationships ob­ 
viously mean savings, for the

Now it’s that tim e again A fter the cu s­ 
tom ary m onth layoff, the professional goll 
tour again is b eginning to stir in C alifornia 
—out w here the sun is w arm and the land 
is conduciv e to pitch-and-run shots To the 
surprise of m any, it is still called the i’(iA 
tour. 
Dickinson, it seems, was president of a 
n o w - d i s s o l ve d organization called the 
American I’rofessional Golfers Association 
which wanted, among other things, noth­ 
ing to do with the I’GA. 
The group, composed largely of the pro 
tour’s main attractions, said it wanted to 
and was capable of running Its own show . 
The P(iA, if said, was more hinderance 
than help. 
The PGA, m eanw hile, said the APG was 
an ingrate, c o l l e c t i v 
e l y speaking, ol 
course. 
Tim e and sev eral b itter w ords hav e 
pas.sed. how ev er, and at last—nay. at lo n g 


last—the PGA and the touring profession­ 
als hav e settled their differences. It only 
took .30 years. 
h^xactlv w here v ictory lies is a deb atab le 
q uestion.' and a testy' one. The players 
hav e one m ore m em b er than the PGA on 
the tou r’s policy b oard, which is w hat they 
w anted. The PGA still has its nam e and 
considerab le power on the tour, which is 
w hat it w anted 
The end result is that the 1969 tour is 
little different from its predecessors. On 
the surface, the only noticeab le change is 
the annual increase in pri.^.e m oney. Last 
v ear it was $ 5 m illion. This ye a r the e x­ 
pected figure is $ 6 m illion 
U nderneath, howev 'er. is another story 
The tensions that w elled out of the dispute 
hav e eased 
N early ev eryone inv olv ed is 
reliev ed. 
"1 feel as if a M ack truck m ov ed off m y 
hea d ,” said D ickinson, preparing for C ali­ 
fornia. 
"W e did som e giv ing and the PGA did 
som e giv ing. T hat’s the way to settle an 
argum ent, isn ’t it? And I’m sure as far as 
the golfing pub lic is concerned, w e’v e got 
to b e b etter off not fighting.” 
In the heat of the APG-PGA battle, there 
was considerable mention of greed. Sev­ 
eral newspapers ex pressed total impa­ 
tience with the entire uproar. ’.All they ’re 
doing is hurting golf,” a New York col­ 


umnist wrote. 
Whether the feud hurt golf remains a 
moot point. The real point, as far as the 
I*GA and play ers are concerned, is that 
It’s over and both are relatively satisfied. 
Dickinson, for one, does not anticipate a 
return bout. 
"I don’t see how the dispute could b e 
renew ed,” he said, "unless som e terrib le 
people are elected to the b oard. F^erson- 
ally, I don’t think we hav e any terrib le 
people . 1 
know there w on’t b e anyb ody 
on our side to rock the b oat.” 
So, the pro tour, 1969, is rolling. P>om 
C alifornia, it m ov es eastw ard in F’eb ru ary 
to Arizona and then to F lorida and N orth 
C arolina b efore settling in A ugusta, G a., 
for the M asters in April. 
The magic that draws thousands to golf 
courses each y ear was still intact at last 
observation. This y ear, Robert De Vicenzo 
might win the Masters; Lee Elder might 
beat J ack Nicklaus; Arnold Palmer might 
win a big one; Lee Trevino might, well, 
he might do any thing. 


It is im prob ab le, though, tha t the new 
tour will offer either the high ad v en tu re 
or b oppy m elod ram a of 1968. But it can 
try.

switch has not b een determined, 
b ut may b e announced when the 
USGA holds it annual meeting 
here this weekend. 
In announcing Dey’s appoint­ 
ment Wednesday, J. Paul Aus­ 
tin of Atlanta, chairman of the 
newly constituted Tournament 
Policy Board, said Dey would 
hav e complete control of ev ery­ 
thing pertaining to the pro tour. 
Howev er, actual conduct of 
the tour will continue under the 
direcion of the field staff, head­ 
ed b y Jack Tuthill. 
The 60-year-old Dey agreed to 
terms for fiv e years. He will 
hav e offices here and at PGA 
headq uarters in Palm Beach 
Gardens, Fla.

One by one. someone would 
call out he couldn't hang on any 
longer. The water in a cloud­ 
burst rose so fast it stalled the 
bulldozer in the middle of the 
river. It was quickly up to our 
necks 
There was no time to talk 
about how to get to the bank 
We all began to get numb and 
slip away. 
The Navy petty officer was 


the first to go. He went quickly. 
“ We talked about death and 
dying as the water kept rising. 
He said the Lord had it all 
planned. Maybe five minutes 
later he slipped off. and I held 
him another five minutes. 
Then the kids went one by one 
and their leader. 
Soon only two of us were left, 
a deputy sheriff and I. He was 
washed by a heavy swell on top 
of me. I held on to him but lost 
hold and we both went in. 
I went under several times 
and I don’t remember much aft­ 
er that. 
When I came to. I was lying 
in a pool. I crawled up the bank 
into some thick brush, dug a 
hole in the mud. squeezed inside 
and covered myself to keep 
warm. 
In the morning I walked up­ 
stream about four miles and 
came across a stalled vehicle 
which had provisions and blan­ 
kets in it. 
I made myself comfortable 
for the rest of the day. Near 
darkness I saw a helicopter 
overhead. I flagged it down and 
it landed and hauled me in.
